THE CORN STALK. 


I*p to the present time the corn stalk 


has been practically useless. 
Oceans 


of them have b«en left standing- in the 
field, a useless 
army to be drag- 


ged down and burnej as a nuisance in 
preparing the field for the next crop. 
Efforts to utilize the corn stalk have 
been made from time to time, but no 
practical progress has ever been made 
toward elevating the corn stalk into 
an aiticle of commerce. 


The day of the corn stalk, however, 


is coming. 
Within a recent period it 


has been demonstrated that a good ar- 
ticle of paper can be- made from the 
fibre. 
It lias also been demonstrated 


that denatured alcohol can be made 
from it. nut bftter still, a process has 
been Invented for making railroad ties 
of com stalks. 
This Is done by treat- 


ing the stalks and pressing them into 
the foim of ties so dense that neither 
\\ater nor moisture can penetrate them. 
This, of couise, would be useless If 
the stalks had to be shipped long dis- 
tances to railroad tie factories. 
The 


inventor has eliminated this difficulty 
m the construction of a portable com- 
presser. 
This muchine can be moved 


into any community and set up for 
business and the farmer can deliver 
his stalks by \\agon and receive the 
price. 
About 100,000,000 railroad ties 


are consumed e^ery year to replace 
worn out wooden ties, and for use in 
new railway conaliuction. 
Many sub- 


stitutes for wooden ties have been tried 
and failed to answer the purpose be- 
cause they lacked the neces-ary elas- 
ticitj . .The const.ilk tie uill, it is said, 
have this quality and will take the 
place of wooden ties. This being true 
theie is hope for thu corn stalk for 
men are now pii/zling themselves over 
the question as to the future supply of 
railroad ties, as \\ood 
is 
becoming 


scarce.

decision to allow the people themselves 
as provided by the primary election 
law, to name their own delegate tick- 
ets without interference by the com- 
mittee! This

the delegates to all the conventions 
and taxed the county candidates to 
pay for the printing of such tickets 
the party would never have been able 
to defend itsself against the charge 
that It was a job to defeat the will of 
the people and that the new primary- 
law enacted by a republican legisla- 
ture was made for just such tricks on 
the people. 


The Herald does not charge that the 


eight members of the committee who 
voted for the p.-oposition providing that 
the committee appoint a list of dele- 
gates for each precinct and delegate 
district, did so for the purpose of boss- 
ing the Job of selecting delegates. 
It 


is fair to give them credit for having 
\oted as they did from a misunder- 
standing of the effect of such an in- 
vasion of the rights of the people, un- 
der the law, to have an equal show In 
forming and ^ting delegate tickets. 
The full force of this will not be seen 
until we have a heated contest 
in 


which our people will be divided in 


add all the votes cast In each precinct 
in the delegate district, for delegates 
and issue a certificate to the delegates 
who received the most votes in the 
district. 


There ran be as many different dele- 


gate ballots in a delegate district as 
there are different opinions as to who 
should be delegates. 
For example, if 


John Doe and Richard Roe are candi- 
dates for governor, the friends 
anc 


supporters of John Doe would wani 
delegates friendly to him and would 
get out delegate ballots accordingly 
and the friends and^supporters of Rich- 
ard Roe would have delegate ballots 
in the district composed of candidates 
for delegates who were friendly to 
him. 
Thus 
the 
number of delegate 


ballots would be governed by the dif- 
ferent interests. 
This proposition is 


certainly clear and is the reason why 
The Herald 
has 
contended that no 


county committee could justly Inter- 
fere by putting up delegate ballots. 
That matter Is up to the people alone 
under the law. 


EVRTHQCAKE AND SUICIDE. 
San Francisco has discovered a'cure 


for suicide. The cuie might well apply 
to other cities, for It is very simple. It 


hard work. 
Before the earthquake and flro San 


Francisco had an average of twelve 
suicides a week. The suicide unfortu- 
nates came from all walks of lite—from 
the regions of the Barbary coast, from 
the "Tenderloin" districts, and from the 
residence section. 


People killed themselves in San Fran- 


cisco for miifh the same reasons that 
they kill themselves in Chicago—love 
affaiis, poverty, financial discourage- 
ment, and the like. They left open the 
g-as jets, or swallowed poison, or jump- 
ed into the bay. 


Since the earthauake, however, there 


have been but 
three suicides In San 


Francisco. Instead of utter discourage- 
ment in the face of calamity and con

hands of the voters.

be no better way of making this selec- 
tion since it cannot be done by direct 
vote at the primary polls. 
It is ex- 


Dected that th; fact that committee- 
men will be named by the delegates 


- elected will cause the voters who have 


an Interest in tne choice of some par- 
ticular men for committemen to con- 
nect that matter with the election of 
delegates, and if the persons on the 
delegate ballot favor some other per- 
son for committeman, such voters as 
favor another person for committeeman 
will get up a ballot containing- the 
names of persons for delegates whu 
will name their favorite a.il elect them 
If they can, and thus secure the com- 
mitteeman they prefer. 
It leaves the 


way open for popular choice.

For once in the history of the Amer- 


ican congress- It can be said that all tile 
eieat measures have been passed. One

It is estimated that 
this expense will amount to n^ouplo of 
million dollars annually.

layman finds it easy to conclude that 
the packers, who bsve offended and 
made this legislation necessary, ought 
to pay the expense of the effort of the 
national government to compel them to 
She the people 
spectors will be 


fair deal. Many in- 
required 
to do the 


work and a large 
per cent, of these 


must necessarily be scientific men who 
will require apparatus and chemicals 
to make the proper tests. All these sci- 
entific instruments cost money and lots 
of it.

DELEGATE DISTRICTS. 


The county central committee has 


established and deslgnate-d 
delegate 


districts for the republicans in Ma- 
con county, as provided by the pri- 
mary election law. 
This is the first 


step in carrying out the provisions of 
the law. 
A little explanation of the 


purpose of this arrangement will aid 
the voter in understanding its pur- 
pose. 


There is first the delegate district, 


for the purpose of electing delegates to 
the county convention. 
These 
are 


identical with the regular voting pre- 
cincts in the county and is easily un- 
derstood. 


The other delegate districts are for 


the purpose o° electing delegates to 
the state, congressional and senatorial 
conventions. 
The number and size of 


these districts will vary very mate- 
rially -\\ith each political party in the 
county. 
The republicans having the 


most votes will have the 'argest num- 
ber of such districts, and the prohi- 
bitionists and socialists the smallest 
number' of such districts. 
The appoi- 


tionment of delegates by the state cen- 
tral committees of the various parlies 
will also have something to do with 
the number of districts in the county, 
but this aiticle will treat only with 
the work of the republican committee. 


The republican state central commit- 


tee fixed the apportionment upon the 
basis of one delegate to every 400 votes 
or major fraction thereof polled for 
Roosevelt for president at the elec- 
tion in 1904. The republicans of this 
county cast 6,2k4 votes for him, there- 
fore the county is entitled to sixteen 
delegates in the state convention. The 
congressional committee and the sen- 
atorial committee fixed the same ra- 
tio, and the county Is also entitled to 
the same number of delegates to each 
of these conventions. 


tinder the primary law the people 


themselves elect the delegates to the 
state, congressional and senatorial con- 
ventions direct, by districts, without 
the intervention of the county conven- 
tion as was, before the law, the meth- 
od. 
These delegates are elected by 


the people in delegate districts made 
up of contiguous voting precincts con- 
taining not to exceed 800 voters of the 
party forming the districts. A district 
containing approximately 
800 votes 


would be entitled to elect two delegates 
to each of the conventions named and 
a district containing approximately 400 
votes would be entitled to elect one 
delegate to each of these conventions. 
In forming these districts they cannot 
be made exactly of equal representa- 
tion owing to the different number of 
votes cast in the contiguous precincts, 
and to preserve, as nearly as possible, 
equality of representation some of the 
districts 
must necessarily 
be made 


double and others single as will be 
observed in the districts established 
by the committee. 


The delegate districts for electing 


delegates to the state, congressional 
and senatorial contentions have no 
polling places as such. The only poll- 
ing places are the regular, precinct or 
district polling "'p.'aces. but the voters 
of these districts will agree upon as 
many candidates for delegates to these 
conventions as the district Is entitled 
to and will have printed ballots con- 
taining their names and also the names 
of candidates in the different precincts 
in the delegate district for delegates to 
the county convention and these bal- 
lots will be voted in the precincts 
where the precinct'delegates indicate 
they belong. After they are voted and 
the returns are made to the comity 
clerk It U th. duty ot that <rfflcar to

The quality of the seed corn used

<m ounce of carbolic acid and was 
found dead not long afterward by men 
who were at work in the burial place. 


As far as is known Knox had not 


expressed his irtention to anyone. Hi- 
ram Carr and several other men who 
were in the cemetery working saw 
Knox enter about 1 o'clock. They were 
busy and did rot pay milch attention 
to him, but say that he did not appear 
at all unusual. 
He was walking on 


the roadway as anyone else would and 
took off his ha. and wiped the perspi- 
ration from his head and face 
No 


continued on toward the southwest and 
no further attention was paid to him, 
as visitors to the cemetery are at no 
time dm Ing the day at all unusual. 


Found Him Desd. 


Some time between 2 and 3 o'clock 


the workmen, as they moved from one 
part of the cemetery to the other look- 
Ing after the flowers, came upon Knox. 
He was lying on his back and at first 
;hey thought he was asleep and called 
.0 him. 
There was no response and 


when the men vent nearer they saw 
that the man was probably dead and 
at once notified the cemetery officials. 


Knox waa on the lot owned hy W. 


W Conard, but was very close to the 
grave where his first wife, who flied 
about 
fifteen 
years ago, is burled. 


There is underbrush on the lot where 
his wife's grave is located and it does 
not present a convenient place to be 
seated, so it is supposed Knox got as 
near to the grave as was convenient 
and then took the poison. 
Evidently 


the act was a deliberate one. Near 
the body was a small glass, which was 
still wet and odoriferous, indicating 
that it had contained the acid. 
Not 


far away was a two-ounce bottle about 
half filled with carbolic acid. 


Used Small Glass. 


Apparently Knox had poured out an 


ounce of the fluid, corked up the bot- 
tle and thrown It aside and then drank 
the contents of the glass and fell over 
dead. 
He was on his back and his 


eves were thrown back and there was 
every indication that he had died al- 
most instantly. 


It is said that Knox had not at this 


particular time been drinking exces- 
sively, and the circumstances bear out 
this statement. 
Alcohol administered 


immediately Is the only thing that will 
help one who has taken carbolic acid, 
and the doctors say that had the man 
drank only tour or fhe whiskeys it 
would have been enough to counteract 
the carbolic acid so that his death 
would not have followed for Lt least 
several hours after he drank the acid. 


Was Worried. 


Friends ol Knox claim that domes- 


tic troubles caused nlm to take his 
life. 
A conversation he had 


friend Wednesday would Indicate that 
he was worried along that line Knox 
had tended bar in a number of differ- 
ent places about the city for many 
years past. He wore a gray mustache 
and had a little dog which usually fol- 
lowed him everywhere. 
He w_as rt- 


garded as a neat and competent man 
in his line and knew many men about 
the 
city and was well liked. 
Mr. 


Knox treated his acquaintances po- 
litely aria among those who knew him 
there were expressions of regret yes- 
terday because of the sad circum- 
stances surrounding his death. 
For 


a long time Knox tended bar at Cas- 
per Bolay's place on Tjincoln Square, 
and recently bought a saloon on Frank- 
lin street.
